COLLIDING RAILWAY TRAINS. 


ONE MAN KILLED AND SEVERAL WOUNDED 
IN A COLLISION ON THE NORTHERN. ROAD 
IN CANADA—THREE GRAND TRUNK EN- 
GINES WRECKED. 

NEWMARKET, Ont., Jan. 25.—|Special.J—A 
collision occurred on the Northern Railway at 
Lundy’s Bridge, one and a half miles north of 
here, today. Tue passenger-train going south 
collided with an engine and tender going north. 
Both engines were totally wrecked. The en- 
gineer of the down train and firemen of the 
other engine were badly injured. The fireman 
of the down train was killed. A few of the 
passengers were slightly injured, but none 
were seriously burt. 

The fireman on the mail train was attending 
to the fires when the collision happened. and 
was krocked down and instantly killed. He is 
now burning before the eyes of the spectators, 
who are powerless to recover his body. The 
unfortunate man's name was William Little, 
Toronto. Harry McQuade, the fireman of the 
wildcat engive and tender, bus both bis legs 
broken and is otnerwise injured and scalded. 


He can hardly survive. Alfred Long, the 


engine-driver, received very severe injuries, 
but it ig thougut ne wili recover. No other 
names can be ascertained now. It is impos- 
sible to learn at this hour on whom the blame 
rests.

A PRETTY HOWDY DO. 


Yesterday's Session of Ohio's Sen- 
ate, After a Stormy Time, Hnds 
in Two Adjournments. 

—— 
Democrats Still Persisting in Obstruet- 
ing Public Business— The Repub- 
licans Will Not Yield. 


The Prospects of an Agreement Today 
Charges Against the Cincinnati Board 
of Police Commissioners. 


Conumavs, O., Jan. 25.—/Special.j—The 
Ohio Senators painted the State red again to- 
day, and the wildest scenes ever witnessed in 
this or any other deliberative body were en- 
acted. ‘the Senate chamber was crowded 
throughout the day and the lobbies were 
packed with Democrativ thugs ready for a 
row. Among the most excited persons during 
the proceedings of the afternoon was Alien O. 
Myers, who, laboring under the ballucination 
that there wat to be a fight, was in a state of 
frenzy, and was probably more to be 
pitied than blamed on account of the excited 
condition of mind be was in when, at 
the climax of the afternoon's excitement, while 
the Senate was still in session, he relieved bim- 
self by swearing at the Lieutenant-Governer. 

The Senate convened at 10 o’ciock in the 
morning, with seventeen Republican Senators 
present and Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy in the chair. 
Ohief-Cierk Valiandigham being absent, under 
instructions from the Democratic Senatorial 
caucus Senator Ford was appointed Tempora- 
ry Clerk and the journal of Saturday read and 
approved. All the Democratic Senators being 
absent and there not being a quorum present, 
the remainder of the day until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon was spent 
by the members present in attending 
to their correspondence until it should please 
the Democratic Senators to put in an appear 
ance and assist in carrying out the speciai or- 
der for the day, which was the consideration 
of the Hamilton County election contests. 

The Democratic Senators held a prolonged 
caucus in the office of the Auditor of State in 
the afternoon and at 4 o'clock filed into the 
Senate chamber, accompanied by Clerk Val- 
landigham and the other clerks, who immedi- 
ately took their proper places at the Clerk's 
desk. As soon as the Democratic Senators had 
taken their seats Senator Conrad called for the 
special order of the day. Lieut.-Gov. 
Kennedy deciared that the first business in or- 
der was the consideration of the Hamilton 
County election cases. 

Mr. Van Cieaf demanded a call of the Seriate, 
which was had, and showed every member 
W resent. The Liewtenant-Governor stated that 
as all the Senators were present a motion made 
by Mr. Cable to suspend further proceedings 
under the call could not be entertained. Dur- 
ing this discussion Senator Facett arose in an 
excited manner and called the attention of the 
Lieutenant-Governor to the fact that Allen 
O. Myers was on the platform set apart for 
members, interfering with members. President 
Kennedy created considerable amusement by 
announcing that the Sergeant-at-Arms would 
see that members were protected. 

After prolonged discussion Senator Sullivan 
appealed from President Kennedy's decision 
that a motion to suspend the call was not 
necessary. since it shewed all the members 
present. During the discussion which fol- 
owed Senator Cable declared that no business 
other than the reading of the journal! was in or- 
der, the Senate having just convened. Senator 
Pringle said that if the gentieman had been pres- 
ent through the day be would have known that 
the Senate had been in session since 10 o'clock 
in the morning. Senator Sullivan withdrew 
his appeal and the oall was proceeded with, the 
Hamilton County members being excluded. 

A racket bere ensued as to whether the 
journal should be read. Gen. Kennedy ruled 
that nothing was in order but the hearing of 
the Hamilton County cases, but Senator Van 
Cleat appealed from the decision. The roll 
was then cailed on the appeal from President 
Kennedy’s decision. 

THE CLERKE’S OF FICLOUSNESS. 


In defiant and open disregard of the instruc- 
tions of the presiding officer, which were in ac- 
cord with all parliamentary and iegis- 
lative rules ot procedure, Clerk 
Valiandigbam called the names of the 
four sitting Senators from Hamilton in calling 
the roll. When he had finished calling the roll 
and verified the vote, the vote as shown by the 
verification of the Clerk was seventeen yeas 
and twenty nays. 

There was a hush over the crowd at that mo- 
ment, as every one recognized the fact that the 
time had come for Lieut.-Gov. Kennedy to as- 
gert the dignity of his position, and knew that 
he would do so. Clerk Vallandignam handed 
the roll up to President Kennedy, who, hastily 
drawwmg his pencil through the names of the 
four Hamilton County members, said in 
a stern volce: The roll being corrected and 
the names of those not qualified to vote on the 
question being erased, the vote is 17 yeas, 16 
nays, and the Chair is sustained.“ 

This was greeted with applause from the Re- 
publican side of the House. Half the Demo- 
cratic Senators jumped to their feet, and were 
wiidly pawing the air, when Senator Cable, a“ 
most climbing over his desk, yelled: The 
rules provide that the Clerk sball call the roll 
and announce the result on a question of this 
kind, and the Clerk will enter the vote on the 
journal as 20 yeas to 17 nays.” 

The other Democratic Senators yelled 
„Fes, and there was confusion for a few 
moments. Sergeant-at-Arms Negley succeed- 
ed in restoring order, and Senator Pavey then 
again got the floor to present rules for the 
government of the Senate during the hedring 
of the election contests. He sent the rules to 
the Clerk’s desk to be read, they being em- 
bodied in the motion he made to adopt them. 
While the rules were on their way to 
the Clerk’s desk Senator Cable took 
the floor, claiming that be wanted to state 
a question of privilege. As such question 
of privilege be sent to the Clerk's desk a reso- 
lution, which did not reach the Clerk until after 
Mr. Pavey's rules were received by bim. but 
Cable insisted on having nis resolution read 
first. 

President Kennedy decided that Senator 
Pavey had the floor, and that the motion or res- 
olution he bad sent to the Clerk’s desk should 
be read first. In spite of tuis Clerk Vallandig- 
ham, attempting to follow Cabie’s instructions, 
began reading Cabie’s resolution, but was sum- 
marily stopped by President Kennedy, who 
pounded bis desk with hie gavel with a force 
which awoke the echoes in the Capitol. 

The most remarkable exhibition ever made 
in a legislative ball was then made by Senator 
Cable, who appealed to the immense crowd to 
back him and to substantiate his statement 
that President Kennedy had recognized him to 
offer his resolution and that it ought to be 
considered. This appealing to mob law was 
startling and shows What desperate straits the 
Democracy has reached in its endeavor to pro- 
tect fraud from investigation. ‘The crowd 
dia not respond, however, and, happily, 
any recourse to mob rule was prevented in 
spite of Cable’s appeal. President Kennedy 
then ordered that the papers sent to the 
Clerk's desk by Senator Pavey be read. Sena- 
tor O’ Neill took the floor to say that President 
Kennedy had directed Senator Pavey what to 
do.

CHARGES AGAINST CINCINNAT?S POLICE 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Gov. Foraker tonight received charges of 
the most serious nature preferred against the 
members of the Cincinnati Police Commission- 
ers by the ad interim committee of the Cincin- 
nati Committee of One Hundred. The charges 
are signed by Isaac J. Miller, W. B. Davis, F. 
Karrman, E. J. Morris, Milo J. Dodds, Joha L. 
Stettinus, Thomas McDougall, D. W. Collman, 
Joseph P. Carberry, Frank J. Jones, and W. p. 
Anderson, six of whom are Democrats, four 
Republicans, and one Prohbibitionst. Gov. 
Foraker has authority to remove one or aii of 
the Commissioners for official misconduct, and 
on account of the gravity ot the charges to- 
night sent official notification to Mesers. 
Martin L. Hawkins, Julius Reiss, and 
Wii A. Stevens, who constitute tne 
board, of the charges against them. The 
Governor fixed Wednesday, Feb. 3, at the hour 
of 10 o'clock, for the hearing, and informed 
them that at suca time testimony might be 
offered-in support of or against said charges. 
The charges are voluminous and deal with the 
alleged official misconduct of the board: A 
strong plea in the case is the action of that 
body in reinstating to duty and promoting bim 
of the notorious Lieutenant of police, Mike 
Mullen, concerning whom 60 much has been 
said. The protection of thieves, conspiring 
with ballot-box stuffers and tally-sheet manip- 
ulators are among the other charges in the long 
indictment. It is believed that if Gov. For- 
aker removes the board, or a portion of it, that 
the spirit of the Democratic Senators will bave 
oozed out of their fingers’ tips, for it is well 
understood that the protection of the partisan 
machinery st present in the keeping of the 
Hamilton County Democracy is at the bottom 
of the desireto preserve the majority in the 
Benate. 

After the receipt of the intelligence tonight 
that formal charges had been preferred against 
the Board of Police Commissioners of Cincin- 
nati and lodged with Gov. Foraker a caucus of 
the Democratic Senators was held at the office 
of the Secretary of State to outline some pian 
of action. After a long discussion upon the 
situation it was partially agreed that a com- 
promise should be made to the Republicans 
tomorrow morning to the effect that the Ham- 
ton County cases should be referred 
to a committee of six, consistme of 
three Democrats and three Republic- 
ans, who should hear ail the 
testimony, report their findings and their re- 
port must be received and adopted by the Sen- 
ate. The proposed compromise will not be re- 
ceived, as the Senate has already made a set 
of rules for the trial of the cases, and under 
them the matter will be disposed of if at all.

CANADIAN EXPORTS AND IMPORTS FOR 1885 
—OHILIAN PRISONERS MURDERED BY

Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 26.—[Special.|—The ar- 
gregate of Dominion imports and exports 
was $829,301 less in December, 1885, than 
in the same month in 1884, while 
the imports for last month were 
$2,057,864 greater than the total exports. 
compared with the same month of 1884, the 
returns for December last show a considerable 
Gecline in the export of Canadian manufact- 
ures, while the fish exporte have declined 
nearly 50 per cent. This is probably owing to 
the termination of the Washington treaty in 
July last. In the export of farm produce 
there bas been consMerable increase. Though 
there was a reduction of $1,391,134 in the 
amount of dutiable goods imported last month, 
there was not a corresponding decline in the 
customs receipts, owmg to the sys 
tem of specific duties now in force, 
which prevents importers and consumers 
from reaping any benefit as regards 
custom taxation from reduced prices of goods 
in foreign markets. Thus the average rate 
of duty levied upon imports in December last 
was 28.7 per cent, against 23,7 per cent in De- 
cember, 1884, an increase of 5 per cent in the 
rate of customs taxation upon imports.

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MOVING o MR. PRESIDENT 


The Senate Finally Summons Up 
Its Courage Sufflolentiy to 
Beard Oleveiand. 


Treasury Accounts Representing Mill- 
ions Unbalanced—A Blow at 
the Administration. 


Railroads to Be Brought to TimeSeeber- 
ger on Tenterhooks—The Tele- 
phone Suit. 


Wasntwoton, D. C., Jan. 25.—[Special.}— 
The Repubhean Senators are moving on the 
President’s outworks. The agency is the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, of which Edmunds is 
Chairman. The biasts at the Administranon 
from the Vermonter have foreshadowed that 
he was getting anxious for an aggressive move- 
ment. The few confirmations at today’s execu- 
tive session were plain proofs that the great 
majority of the undisputed cases were already 
well out of the way and there was no reason 
why the struggle with the Executive should 
not be joined, The plan formulated and 
adopted today at the meeting of the Judiciary 
Committee ig im brief that the thing to be 
obtained from the President is a complete vin- 
dication of the suspended official. The case 
under consideration was an Alabama one of 
some note—the United States Attorney for the 
Southern District of that State. The President 
bad practically refused to give the information, 
but the suggestion was made that it micht be 
obtained by getting a record of the condition 
and work of the office in question just pre- 
Vious to the time of the suspension. If this 
could be done, no trouble would be bad in 
proving that the officeholder had been a 
good and efficient man, but it would 
also be shown that the removal had 
béen for political reasons, and in the 
face of the President's civil-service promises. 
The committee accordingly adopted the plan 
of making a test case in that of Winans of Ala- 
bama. The resolution of the Senate calls on 
tne Department of Justice for all the facts in 
connection with the running of the office just 
previous to the time of Winans’ suspension. 
The Judiciary Committee will await further ac- 
ton until a reply is had to this request. The 
Republican majority in the Senate, of course, 
upholds the committee in its action, and no 
confirmation will be made in disputed cases 
until the Judiciary Committee has received 
the information it wants. Any polite reply 
from the Department of Justice about the 
President not having communicated his rea- 
suns, etc., will not avail. The Senate proposes 
to have the records of that office through the 
President or otherwise. It is understood that 
a request recently made by the committee to 
the Attorney-General for the papers was re- 
turned with a statement that the Attorney. 
General had not been instructed by the Presi- 
dent to furnish them.

The House Committee on the Expenditures 
of the Department of Justice will tomorrow 
introduce a resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to furnish a complete list 
of all unsettled balances in the Treasury. This 
will reveal a very curious state of things, and 
brmg to light a great many things that have 
been entirely forgotten. The final record of 
all settlements is kept in the Register’s office. 
When Gen. Rosecrans, Register pt the Treas- . 
ury, was asked about it today he said: 

“This is part of a movement for the unifica- 
tion of the accounting offices of the Treasury. 
It is astonishing how many unbalanced ac 
counts there are on the books. For instance, 
President John Adams, according to the books 
of the Treasury, owes the Government the 
sum of $12,000; the Marquis de Lafayette is 
our debtor to the sum of over $400; the Chesa- 
peake & Obio Canal owes the Government, un- 
less the books tie, the sum of neariy $1,000,000, 
and yet it is a historical fact that the Govern- 
ment took stock in that enterprise to that 
amount. I myself bad a case the other day on 
my own account. I found that I was repre- 
sented on the Oontroller’s books as 
indebted to the Government in the sum of 
$3,400 on my account as Minister to Mexico in 
1871 and prior years. Yet that account was 
fully settled on an understanding had in Fep- 
ruary, 1871, on ali the items., At that time 1 
was requested to write out all the items, I 
did so in triplicate, and the balance due me, 
per statement, was $1,954. A warrant was 
immediately drawn for that amount, signed, 
and delivered to me. I had no more 
idea that that settlement was not put 
on record than anything in the world, 
and yet there it all stood against me, and if 1 


had died meanwhile who knows but what it 


might have been brought against my estate? 
We began a search for the original vouchers. 
You may juage it was not an easy task after 
fifteeo years had passed. At last the vouchers 
were found. They had been filed away by 
mistake with some papers they did not belong 
with at all. It was almost more work than it 
was all worth to track it to the end. 

„How does this come about? was asked. 

“In this way: the subject matter may bave 
been settled, but from some informality the 
final record of that settlement has not made 
its way through the accounting offices and go 
down to the Register’s office.” 

** What should be the remedy for this!“ 

“In the first place the accounting offices of 
the Treasury should be unified and made to 
work together; and, second, there should be 
published annually a list of all the balances. 
This would prevent a great deal of trouble 
and give notice to all people who have business ‘ 
with the Government bow their accounts stand 
on the books of the Treasury. It would serve 
also as a notice to those who bave made settle 
with the Government but have no 
knowledge whether their accounts are closed, 
to bondsmen of officials, and to all Govern- 
ment debtors. Accounts could in this way 
be finally closed instead of standing for 
an indefinit period, as they now do. I know 
another instance when great trouble might 
bave ocourred in case of death. Seven years 
after tus close of the War my attention was 
called accidentally to the fact that a balance 
of $25,000 stood against me on the Second Con- 
trolier’s books. I asked the Controller what 
this was lor. ‘It is for contmgent expenses 
while you were in command of the Army of 
the Cumberland,” was his reply. ‘Where are 
my vouchers?” I asked. 1 don't know,’ ro- 
phed the Controller, ‘they are not here.’ I 
then began a search for them, and found that 
they were in the safe of the Chief Clerk of the 
War Department. I asked him why they bad

The railroad forfeitures of public lands al- 
ready reported by the committee will probabiy 
be acted on by the House tomorrow. There is 
not likely to be any opposition in these cases. 
It is understood, however, that some time this 
week the Committee on Pubiic Lands will make 
a report that will stir up a hornets’ nest. This 
is in the case of the Atlantic & Pacific Rat- 
road. About 20,000,000 acres will be reported 
for forfeiture, all of which the railroad 
corporation claims legitimately belongs to 
it. Part of the land it claims as 
the beir of the Southern Pacific branches of 
that road, harm been bought by it. In a 
general way the larger poruon of the proposed 
forfeitures will be fought on the ground that 
the railroad bas been going abead completing 
its lines and compiying with the conditions of 
the grants as fast as possible. There are some 
involved questions, but the Public Lands Com- 
mittee, after giving the matter careful study, 
is said to be practically unanimous in the 
Opinion that there are millions of acres which 
are properiy subject to forfeiture by the At- 
lantie & Pacific, about 4,000,000 acres having 
already been declared by Commissioner Sparks 
not to belong to the company at all. This is a 
strip of land extending from San Buena- 
veotura, Cal., to San Francisco, a distance of 
over 400 miles. An appeal from Sparks’ de. 
cision is now pending in behalf of the railroad 
company before the Secretary of the Interior. 

The bill to provide tor a settlement of the 
claims growing out of the issue of bonds to 
aid in the construction of certain railroads, 
known as the Union Pacific bill, was reported 
from Senate Committee on the Judiciary to- 
day. It provides that the Union Pacific and 
the Central Pacific, the Central Branch of the.

* Great Britain, thus cutting off the American 
exporters from trade with interior butchers 
nud grazers, many of whom formerly bought 
large numbers of our cattle and took them 
into the interior to be further fattened and 
“ finished,” in many cases being fed on pasture 
with American corn and oil-cake. Canadian 
eattic now bring from $10 to $20 per head more 
than cattle from the United States of like 
quality and condition. Statistics of export 
trade show a fam off of many mil 
fons ef dollars since those regulations 
went into effect. Statistics of inter-State com- 
merce show an annual trade of about $500,- 
000,000 im live stock and their products. This 
enormous traffic bas within the last eigbteen 
months suffered serious embarrassment by 
reason of the quarantines maiatained by va- 
rious States of the Union against other States 
in which contagious diseases exist. The States 
ef Kentucky and Missouri estimate their losses 
at from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000 each. These

Should any disagreement as to the 
price fixed by the aporaisers arise between the 
Secretary and the company, the bil further 
provides for a Board of Commissioners to be 
appointed in this way: On application of the 
railroad company to the District Judge of 
the Northern District of Illinois, he is 
to appoint one Commissioner. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is to appoint another, and the 
two together sball choose a third, ho is to be 
a competent and disinterested person, This 
Board of Commissioners 1 to reappraise the 
property within twenty days after appoint- 
ment at a value not less than that fixed by the 
first Board of Appraisers. This is to be final, 
and the bill then provides that the amount 
shall be paid to the Secretary of the Treasury 
in cash within ten days, a failure of the com- 
pany to come to time making the bill null and 
void, 

The next section provides that the money 
received for the property 1 to be invest- 
ed in suitabie real estate within the cor- 
porate limits of Chicago. On this property the 
bill further provides that a building to be used 
as an appraiser's store shall be erected with 
the $50,000 appropriated by act of the last Con- 
gress tor that purpose.

The Striking Carpet- Weavers—A Strike 
Among Railroad Laborers Pre- 
vented by Wise Counsel. 


New York Street Railways Conoede the 
Demands of Their Men—Financial 
Wrecks. 


Bautimorne, Md., Jan. 25.—|Special.|—A suit 
testing the right of a railroaa company to hold 
back wages of an employé and thus compel 
bim to be a member of the company’s relief 
association is on trial bere. Jobn B. Taylor 
was employed four years ago On the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad as an engineer. During that 
time $4 was taken out of his wages each 
month for the relief association. He claimed 
that be did not want to belong to the associa- 
tion and the money. was taken against his pro- 
test. He has quit the employ of the company 
and now sues for the entire amount taken out 
for the assvciation. The defendant contends 
that when they employ aman it isa part of 
the contract that he shall be a member of the 
relief association, and that the plaintiff signed 
a contract to that effect. Taylor claims that 
he signed this agreement under protest.

THE STRIKING CARPET-WBAVERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 25.—[Special.|~- 
The ranks of the 800 striking band-loum ingrain 
carpet-weavers, who abandoned their iooms 
Saturday owing to the manufacturers re/us- 
img to accede to their demand for an increase 
of one cent per yard for plain work and one 
and a halt cent for shaded work, were sweiled 
today by 200 othere quitting work. In some of 
the factories, includimg Judge Bros.“, Rob- 
ert Givens’, Samuel C. Redpath's. and 
David Jackson's, tne weavers continued 
to work today at the old rate of wages, 
but the committee of the union who are con- 
ducting the movement are confident that they 
will leave their looms within a few days. 
Throughout the Kensington district this morn- 
ing, especially in the vicinity of the bead- 
quarters of the strikers, Front and York 
Streets, the weavers were gathered on the 
street corners discusemg the situation. They 
all expressed their determiration to hold out 
untu their demands are complied with by the 
manufacturers. While the manufacturers ad- 
mit that the weavers are paid small wages, 
they claim that they cannot at this time ad- 
vance the scale of prices because the season is 
nearly over, and carpets to be turned out were 
contracted for at the old prices. The striking 
weavers are, nevertheless, contident that they 
whi acoomplish their aim. They say they are 
not afraid ot the manufacturers substituting 
power-liocome for band-looms generally, «as the 
former, the weavers say, cost from $700 to 
$1,000 each, while the latter can be bougut at 
prices ranging from $10 to $25 each. A gen- 
eral meeting of the striking weavers has been 
called for tomorrow. 


A STRIKE OF RAILROAD LABORERS AVERT- 
ED. 

MONTREAL, Que., Jan. 25.—Exactly one year 
ago today the Grand Trunk Railway Company 
reduced tne salaries of all officials and work- 
ingmen 10 per cent. 

The men objected, held meetings, and talked 
about strikimg, but. after representations from 
General Manager Hickson that the reduction 
was only temporary and would cease as soon as 
the receipts improved, the men went back to 
work again. Tois morning a further reduction 
was made, 150 men were discharged, and the 
working hours reduced to forty-eight per week. 

An attempt to start a lodge of the Knights of 
Labor among the Canadian Pacific workmen 
has not met with much success. One of them was 
asked the reason, when be replied that all their 
bosses were Yankees and treated them ke 
white men, while on the Grand Trunk the beads 
of departments were imported Englishmen, 
who ran the road on the oid-country style auu 
treated tho men badly. They were getting 
tired of this, and before many months were 
over every one of them would belong to the 
Koigbtts of Labor and would be able to try the 
strength of the company.

OCONCEDING THE DEMANDS OF BMPLOYES. 

New York, Jau. 26.—(Special.|—One by one 
the surface roads of the eity are accepting che 
principle that twelve bours constitute a good 
day's work for the conductors and drivers in 
their employ. The Second, Third, and Fourth 
Avenue Koads adopted this limit several weeks 
ago, end now the Broadway and Eiruth Ave 
nue Companies have followed their example. 
Saturday President Hayes of the Eignih Ave- 
nue Road issued an order making the requisit 
number of trips on the Vesey street division 
six instead of seven, and took off halt a trip 
on the Harlem division. At the same 
time he voluntarily added 10 cents 
to the daily earnings of the men on the latter 
division, making the uniform pay of drivers 
and conductors on that road $2 per dar. On 
the Broadway line drivers and conductors are 
paid $2.25 a day, and worked nearly fourteen 
bours. Today Superintendent Newell issued a 
time-table reducing, after Feb. 1, the hours to 
tweive. The drivers on the Sixth aveuue line 
have succeeded in obtaining a promise from 
President Ourtis to reduce their working bours 
to twelve and continue the pay at $2 after 
Feb. 1. Each driver will make one trip less 
per day after that date. 


THE TRON AND STEEL MARKRT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 25.—The American 
Tron and Steel Association bas received trom 
the manufacturers detailed pig-iron statistics 
for 1885. Tue product of all kinds of pig-iron 
in the United States was 4.529.809 net tons. 
In 1884, 4,589,613 net, a decrease of 59,744 tons. 
The product, classified according to tne tue! 
used, was as follows: B.tuminous, 2,675,635 
tons; anthracite, 1,454,390 tons; char- 
coal, 890,844 tons. The greatest produc- 
tion was in Pennsyivania, Whose output was 
2,445,496 tons; among the other large pro- 
ducers x?

THE ELECTION COMMISSIONERS PUSHING 
THEIR WORK 60 AS TO BE IN GOOD SHAPE 
FOR THE SPRING BLECTION. 

The Election Commissioners have concluded 
not to await the action of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee who are examining patent Dallot-boxes. 
The spring election is approaching, there is a 
great deal of work yet to be done, and the 
Commissioners 49 not waat to lose any time. 
They are about 150 baliot-boxes short under 
the new reapportionment of the city, and. as 
an experiment, have instructed Chief-Clerk 
Crean to advertise for 150 boxes with giass 
sides. They bave little faite in the mechanical 
fraud-preventers, and do not think it necessary 
to pay royalty as long as cheap boxes can be 
made. 

The plans for districting the city as laid out 
by the clerks were adopted and further consid- 
eration of them out of by a motion to recon- 
sider, which was tabled. Some slight changes 
were made before adopting the plans, however. 
A large delegation of Sixteenth-Warders, head- 
ea by their Aldermen (Severin and Coivin), bad 
urged the Commissioners not to make pay 
needless alterauons, since there would be di 
culty enough in getting all the voters to com- 
viy with the requirements of the new law. Last 
year the Sixteenth Ward had been distrioted to 
the satisfaction of both parties, and no pre 
cinet bad been added by the Election Board, 
but all the boundaries changed. The voters 
requested that the old plan be left uncbanged. 
Accordingly their plan was substituted, with 
the oaly exception that in the Sixth Precinct 
the centre of Wielana street was taken as the 
boundary instead of including both sides of the 
street in the precinct. 

Judge Prendergast yesterday decided that 
the boundgries of the school districts in the 
Town of e need not be taken into consid- 
eration by the board. School elections bave 
always been separate from other elections, the 
school directors acted as judges, and the 
County Board bad no authority over these 
elections. As the new law does not make pro- 
visions for school eiections the County Judge 
thought the board bad no authority over them 
and sbould leave them alone. No change will, 
therefore, be made in the precincts as iaid out 
by Deputy Russell. Twenty of the poiling- 
places in the Town of Lake dave been located, 
only six remaining. Engine-houses, drug- 

lumber and real estate offi- 
ces, and groceries have been selected.

A BIG LAND DECISION, 


JUDGE BREWER DECIDES THE MAXWELL 
GRANT SUIT IN FAVOR OF THE DEFEND- 


ANTS. 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 25.—Judge Brewer in 
the United States Circuit Court this evenmg 
filed an opinion in the Maxwell land-grant 
case. The decision was for the defendants. 
The suit was brought by the Government to 
cance! land patents claimed to have been ob- 
tained by Maxwell and others by fraud, and in- 
volved 1,700,000 acres in Colorado and New 
Mexico. 

[According to Col. Hans Mattson, the American 
agent of the Maxwell Land-Grant Company, the 
grant was a Mexican grant given in 1841, when New 
Mexico belonged to the Republic of Mexico, and 
when the land in question was an inaccessible wil- 
derness of little or no value. The Republic of 
Mexico had a law by which public lands were 
disposed of in ageneral way, giving eleven leagues 
square to any one who would take possession and 
cuitivate. This was u general law somewhat 
similar to our Preémption and Homestead law. 
Aside from this, the Government frequently made 
special grants for special purposes, thé same as 
our Government makes grants for railways and 
other internai improvements. The Maxwell oe. 
Col. Mattson says, was of the latter kind. lt was 
given by metes and bounds, and possession was de- 
livered to the grantees. for which it 
was given w agricultural and other improve- 
ments. The result was the settlement and opening 
ot the Country. At the close of the war with Mex- 
100 these special grants were recognised and were 
made a subject of treaty by our Government. 
By special act of Congress, after a fall 
and exhaustive investigation, this grant was 
confirmed in 1860. It was then ordered surveyed 
according to the old metes and bounds, and was 80 
surveyed under the direction of the United States 
Surveyor-General of New Mexico, and was finaliy 
patented by President Hayes. In all public rec- 
ords, maps, and documents the boundary lines ot 
the grant were fully recognized, and were never 
questioned till recently, when through the puild- 
ing ot railroads these lands became valuable, Op 
the completion of this title by patent from the 
President the grant was said to a foreign corpora- 
uon for many miilions of doliars. It was only 
within the last two or three years thatan agitator 
commenced to talk of fraud and corruption, 
and induced the squatters to raise « large sum of 
money to enable him to go to Washington to have 
the matter investigated, promising the land to the 
settiers. Since that time continual agitation has 
been kept up, which resulted in the Attorney- 
General causing suit to be brought against the 
Maxwell Land-Grant y to have the patent 

t aside. The squatters have nothing to lose. the 

ulted States paying all the legal expenses.

New York, Jan. 25.—|Special,|—Maj.-Gen. 
Alexander Shaler, commanding the First Divis- 
ion of the National Guard of the State of New 
York, and President of the Board of Heaith, 
was today a prisoner at the bar of the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, Judge George C. Barrett 
presiding. His trial for conspiring to defraud 
the city while acting as a member of the 
Armory Board was begun before a jury of 
twelve citizens. Col. George Bliss, Gen. 
Bhaler’s counsel, beld that the District-At- 
torney must confine himself to the particular 
charge of the indictment, which, as Mr. 
Koot pointed out, was defrauding the city 
out of $9,000, with Mr. M. B. Wilson's belp, by 
the payment of an excessive price for the land 
between Madison and Fourth &venues and 
Ninety-third and Ninety-fourth streets, to be 
used as an armory site for the new Eighth 
Regiment Armory. The court sustained this 
position of Col. Bliss. This decision seemed 
somewhat to discomfit the prosecution, who, 
after consultation, obtained permission for a 
reargument and the admissibility of evidence 
as to other transactions of Wilson and Gen. 
Shaler when the proper time in the 
examination in brief should be reached. 
Mr. Monmouth B. Wilson was examined and 
gradually acknowledged that be had bad a 
number of conversations with Gen. Shaler 
about the purchase of the Bissell property asa 
site tor the Eighth Regiment Armory during 
May, 1884.

Mr. Mortimer Hendricks, a well-known olub 
man, who lives at Long Branch and does dus“ 
ness as a broker at No. 51 Exchange place, 
appeared at the Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court today to answer a summons for 
assault obtained by his son, Elmer Hendricks, 
20 years ola, casbier for bis uncle, Mr. Monte- 
fidre Isaacs, a broker at No. 42 Broad street. 
A number of friends of the father and son of 
both sexes were in the court-room. Last 
week in Exchange piace Mr. Hendricks 
siapped his son's face, the pro- 
ceedings were taken to prevent a 
repetition of such a public insult. The assault 
was the outoome of a bitter family feud. The 
father of Mr. Hendricks Sr. was Mr. Montague 
Hendricks, who died in 1864 leaving an estate 
estimated to be worth from $1,600,000 10 
$2,000,000, to be distributed among a num- 
ber of relatives. He disinberit Mortt 
mer Hendricks, who has ample means, 
but lelt $180,000 to be equally dis 
tributed among his six children, some 
of whom are married. The family feud was 
precipitated by the reading of the will, and 
the result of it was that several of bis children 
left him. But recently two of them, minora, 
who side with their father, applied to the Sur- 
rogate's office to have him appointed guardian 
of thelr persoas, application was 
granted. 

Thomas Elmer, the eldest son, made applica- 
tion in the Surrogate’s Court to have his share 
of his grandfather's legacy placed under the 
guardianship of the United States Loan & 
Trust Company. In his appiication he utterly 
ignored bis father. He was compelled under

The committee to which was referred the 
memorial concerning the transportation of 
dead bodies submitted a report recommending 
sundry changes in the rules of the board on 
this subject. The report was adopted, and the 
Secretary was instructed to publish the follow- 
ing revised ruies of the State Board of Health 
for the transportation of corpses by railroads 


| and steamboats in the State of Illinois: 


Rule 1. The transportation ot the bodies of those 
who have died of smaill-pox, Asiatic cholera, or 
yellow-fever is absolutely forbidden. 

Rule 2. All other dead bodies, when presented 
for transportation, must be inclosed in airtight 
zinc, copper, or lead lined wooden boxes, or in air- 
tight iron caskets; or, if in any other form of cof- 
fin, they must be first inclosed in hermetically- 
sealed antiseptic interment-sacks. 

Rule 3. The bodies of those who have died of 
ciphtheria, scariet-fever, typhus or typhoid fever. 
or other contagious or infections diseases must be 
wrapped in a disinfectant cerecloth—ua sheet sat- 
urated in a solution of chloride of zinc, balt- pound 
ot the salt to a gelion of water. They must then 
be inclosed as prescribed in Rule 2. 

ule 4 Every dead body must be accompanied 
by (1) @ physician’s certificate showing cause of 

or a certificate of inquest from the Coroner, 
Ora permit for transportation (stating cause of 
death) from the clerk of the local Board of Health; 
and (2) @ written certificate from the shipping un- 
dertaker that the corpse has been prepared for 
transpertation im accordance with the foregoing 
rules of the lilinois State Board of Health. 

Upon the question of trichiniasis and hydro- 
phobia the report says: 

Cases of trichiniasis at Streator, La Salle County. 
and Wilmette, Cook County, have been reported 
by correspondents of the board. In both instances 
they followed the eating of raw or uoderdone pork. 
Three deaths out of tive persons who ate raw 
sausage at Streator have already occurred, and the 
recovery of one of the two remaining is doubtful. 
The diagnosis was abundantly confirmed 
sete of cases. Accompanying the report from Dr. 
J. M. Hess, County Physician of La Salle County, 
is a photograph of one of the trichine found in a 
piece of the biceps muscle of one of the victims 
after death. 

As a good illugtration of the manner in which a 
case of hydrophobia may be manufactared, this is 
worth being put upon record. A man named Bund- 
schuh, living near Unity, Alexander County, was 
bitten by a dog something over a year ago. There 
was no evidence that the dog was mad, or was sup- 
posed to be mad, his killing on the spot being in the 
nature of vengeance. The wound was a severe 
one, andoniy healed aftera long interval. The 
man is said to have expressed to his neighbors a 
fear of hydrophobia asa result. This fear was 
probably revived and hightened by the present 
sensation on the subject. Bundschuh had felt 
bad for several days, was finally attacked with 
congestive fever, became delirious, and the attend- 
ing physician diagnosed hydrophobia. Bundschuh 
was heid down, compelled toinhale chioroform, 
and treated asamadman. After Painter arrived 
with Dr. Roya! of Villa Ridge the patient was re- 
leased, chioroform stopped, and treatment for fev- 
er instituted. He soon became convalescent and 
is now nearly well. 

In the Sangamon Circuit Court today the in- 
dictment against W. 8.

MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


The Council Refuses to Pass the All- 
Night Saloon Ordinance— 
The Lake-Front, 


Department Estimates on the Expenses 
of the Current Year—The Con- 
troller’s Figures. 


The County Board and the Electric Lights 
P. J. Sexton's Judgment 
Paid. 


The Council met last evening, Ald. Young in 
the obair. 

The Commussioner of Public Works reported 
the cost of constructing a roadway 150 feet 
wide from Randolph to Twelfth east of the 
Illinois Central tracks. The old breakwater of 
the company is about 100 feet west of the east 
line of its right of way; hence two lines of pil- 
ing and sheeting as retaining-wells for tne fill- 
ing would be required. The details of the es 
timate were: 10,684 feet of docking at $8, $85,- 
472; 598,555 cubic yards of filling at 50 cents, 
$296,777; 89,083 square yards of macadam at 
$1.75, $155,807; engineering, contingen- 
cles, ete., $53,805; total. $501,863. Ald. 
Campbell said it could be done cheaper 
by taking the dirt piled along the Dlinois & 
Michigan Canal, and he proposed to introduce 
an order for doing that. A motion made by 
him that the Finance Committee be mstrueted 
to insert an item of $100,000 in the appropria- 
tion bill “as a starter was agreed to. 

The Committee on Licenses recommended 
the passage of the ordinance suthorizing the 
issuance of ali-night saloon licenses, the fee 
being left blank. Ald. Whelan, “bavmg con- 
sulted the Mayor and the saloonkeepers,”’ 
moved to insert $200. Ald. Colvin hoped 
the ordinance would be buried out of 
sight. There was no necessity for 
it, and the reputable ssioonkeepers and the 
majority of the people didn’t want it. Ald. 
Cullerton remarked that not a saloonkeeper in 
bis ward nad asked him to vote for it. All nis 
constituents were against it. If the city au- 
thorities didn't enforce the present 12 o'clock 
ordinance, some additional legisiation must be 
had on tne subject. He bad no doubt the 
saloonkeepers were in the habit of closing their 
doors at midnight and still selling liquor. Ad. 
Dixon believed a majority of the peop e were 
in favor of baving the saloons closed at 11 
o'clock, and an ordinance requiring it to be 
done ought to be passed. Young men were 
kept out too late now. It would be a burumg 
disgrace to even consider an all-night saloon 
ordinance, Its passage would break 
the Sack of the present administraton, 
but there should be a new one. | Laughter.) 
Aid. Clarke said the 12 o'clock ordinance 

should be strictly enforced. He would vote to 

depose any official whose business it was to see 
that it was carried out without fear or favor 
and didn’t do bis duty. Ald. Simons spoke 
against the ordinance, and presented a resolu- 
tion adopted by the old Saloonkeepers’ Asso- 
ciation earnestiy urging that the best interests 
of the public required that it be defeated. Ald. 
Whelan said the people of the First Ward 
wanted ail-night saloons in order to accom- 
modate 4,000 workingwen who toiled after 
midnight. Ald. Dalton hoped every Alder- 
man would vote against it, as its 
passage would injure the morals of che city. 
The ordinance was then rejected. Yeas, 4— 
Whelan, Appleton, Sheridan (Fifth), and Sheri- 
dan (Eigbth); nays, 29. Before the result was 
announced Whelan changed his vote. |Laugh- 
ter. | 

A communication was received from the Cor- 
poration Counsel embodying a preambie setting 
forth the necessity for a thorough and perma- 
nent system of supplying pure water and car- 
ing tor the drainage of the municipality, and 
a resolution authorizing the Mayor to employ 
an expert engineer at a salary of $10,000 a year 
and not exceeding two consulting engineers to 
prepare a pian, and appropriating $20,000 for the 
purpose. It was made a special order for the 
next meeting. The order for a drainage and 
water commission was made a special order for 
the next meetitig. The city printing in Ger- 
man was awaraed to the Frete Presse at 64 cents 
a thousand ems nonpareil, and in English 
to the Zelegram at $1. The order requiring ail 
reports of departments, bianks, etc., to be 
printed in wnion offices was passed with the 
addition, provided that the firm or persons 
employing union men have the preference to 
do such work at the same price as the lowest 
responsible bidder.“ 

The annuai estimates were presented by the 
Oontrolier and sent to the Fingnce Committee. 
Ald. Bond presented a resolution requesting 
the Finance Committee to insert in the appro- 
priation bill the sum of $280,000 for a doubie- 
track iron steam-bridge at Jackson street and 
viaducts thereto. Ald. Manierre moved to 
amend by inserting $240,000 for a double bridge 
at State street. The Chair ruled this out of 
order. The resolution was passed. An esti- 
mate of $167,000 for additions to the bridewell 
was sent to the Finance Committee. 

The Controller sent in such information" 
as he could get about the cost of exchanging 
and purchasing text books in the public schools 
for the year endmg Sept. 1, 1885. He incilosed 
a letter from Supt. Howland, who said it was 
impossible to do more than approximate the 
cost. His figures were: First grade, $10,444: 
second, $7,282; third, $12,547; fourth, 813.872; 
fifth, $8,220; sixth, $11,827; seventh, $6,215: 
eighth, $435; ninth, $3,771: tenth, $2,766; 
eleventh, $1,250; twelfth, $1,184; total, $79,227. 
The papers were filed. 

A protest was received from the property- 
hoiders against the widening of Jefferson street 
between Harrison and Tweiftu, and Ald. Sneri- 
dan (Eighth) presented an ordinance repealing 
the one authorizing the work to bedone. After 
considerable wrangling, Cullerton, Wetherell, 
and others desiring the Commissioners who 
made the unjust assessment to be called in 
to explain their conduct, aud a new as- 
sessment made, an order was passed 
staying the proceedings, and the 
repealing ordinance referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys, West Division. An or- 
dinance was presented granting the Chicago 
Passenger Railway Company anthority to lay 
tracks on Austin avenue, from Centre avenue 
to Desplalnes street, on Despiaines, from 
Austin avenue to Adams, and on Frarklin, 
from Harrison to Washington. The owners of 
a majority of the frontage signed the petitions, 
as did those on Centre avenue, from Erie to 
Austin avenue, but the ordinance did not 
cover this street. Aid. Colvin handed in an 
order, which was passed, requesting the Oor- 
poration Counsel to report immediately what 
action, if any, had been taken in regard to the 
order passed July 28. 1884, directing him to get 
a decision in the Circuit Court as to the right 
of the city to cause ali telegraph wires, which 
were standing prior to May 1. 1883, to be re- 
moved or placed underground, and, if the de- 
cision were adverse to the city, to prosecute 
an appeal; and a decision in the Western Union 
case pending in the United States Courts. 

The Council adjourned until Wednesday 
night.

The Commissioner of Health wants thirty-six 
instead of twelve tenement-house inspectors, and 
200 scavenger teams—uan increase of fifty, making 
the cost $219,00°. He asks for $320,760. 


OTHER ESTIMATES. 


The Library Board asks for $69,979, of which 
$32,000 is for salaries, $3,666 for sub-stations, and 
$1,529 for moving into the City-Hali. 

The estimates of the Board of Education have 
already been published in detail. 

The Controller says in deductions made from the 
estimates of the Commissioner of Pablic Works 
expenditures for bridges and viaducts were ig- 
nored for the reason that the department would 
not be justified in recommending particular or spe- 
cific appropriations of like character inthe ab- 
sence of means to meet the large demands upon 
the Treasury. He sent in, without recommenda- 
tion, an estimate of 8166.00 for additions to the 
House of Correction, stating that there is $78,372 to 
the credit of the institution. He deducted 20 par 
cent from the estimates of the Board of Education. 
This course had been pursed rather than name 
the particular item of expense because of the ina- 
bility to properly discriminate for or against ex- 
penditures with which the department was not fa- 
miliar. He called attention to a balance now to 
the credit of this fund of $1,603,064, when the en- 
tire appropriation of 1885 amounted to $1,708,701.

At the meeting of the County Board yester- 
day Chairman Klehm announced that 1,000 of 
the electrico-lamps in the County Building had 
been lighted, and that men were stationed on 
each floor for the purpose of seeing that no 
malicious person extinguished any of them. 
Wren thought that the light was not satis- 
factory. The board then adjourned. 

A morning newspaper yesterday printed a 
communication in which it was suggested that 
some entirely disinterested person should be 
employed by the County Commissioners for the 
purpose of thoroughly examining the electric- 
licht plant recently placed in the County Build- 
ing, and that instruments be placed on the 
machines by which the number of tights bnrn- 
ing at any one time may be ascertained. Sev- 
erai other suggestions of a similar nature were 
also made.

FROM THE CITY-HALL. 

Corporation Counsel Winston is preparing an 
opinion as to whether the city can purchase 
land outside of the limits to be used as a dump- 
ing ground for garbage, and whether a contract 
can be let for the removal of the refuse for a 
longer term than one year. , 

Fire Department had a lively time last 
week, there having been twenty-four first 
alarms, three seconds, twenty-five stills, and 
one special call—the largest record for any 
week in the bistory of the city. 

There were 234 deaths in the city last week, 
an increase of twenty-five over the preceding 
one, buta decrease of one from the corre- 
sponding week last year. Of the decedents 115 
were under 5 years of age—sixty-nine of them 
under 1 year, seventeen between 60 and 70, 
eleven between 70 and 80, two between 80 and 
90, and two between 90 and 100. Diphtheria 
carried off seventeen, scariet-fever eight. ty- 
phoid-fever five, small-pox one, consumption 
twenty-two, convuisions eighteen, bronchitis 
seventeen, pneumonia nineteen, and oid age 
eight. There were nineteen deaths in the Fifth 
Ward, twenty-three in the Sixth, and thirty- 
four in the Fourteenth. The annual rate per 
1,000 of the population was 19.31.

Each 
check sets forth that “this order 
is made and issued in pursuance of the action 
of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County 
Jan. 4, 1886, adjusting and proviamg for the 
pa; ment of the claims and judgments of Pat- 
rick J. Sexton against said county.” The dif- 
ferent amounts will be paid, with interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent, out of the taxes which 
may be levied and collected for eounty pur- 
poses during the present year. 
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THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


Dakota’s Admission Will Probably 
Come Before the Senate 
Today. 


Lawler Working on an Eight-Hour 
Bill—Senator Cullom's Pension 
Measure. 


An Important Decision for the Chocta wi 
The Hot Springs Oontroversy— 
Notes. 


Wasninotos, D. C., Jan. 25.—The House 
Committee on Territories today heard argu- 
ments from Messrs. Thompson and Johnec., 
prominent citizens of Dakota, in favor of ty 
admission of the entire Territory of Dakota as 
a State and against division. They said the 
interests of the entire Territory were identical 
and that the State’s resources should be zept 
together. They did not think the northera 
pormon of the State should be cutoff. Mr. 
Johnson said the north and south division 
was a political scheme gotten up dy Judge 
Moody to send himself to the Senate. The 
State, if divided at all, should be divided east 
and west, and they claimed such was the sentt- 
ment of the peopie of Dakota, with the excep- 
tion of Judge Moody and a few others. 

It is expected that the bilito admit Dakota 
will be taken up in the Senate tomorrow and 
probably be passed in that body. 

Senator Platt today reported favorably from 
the Committee on Territories the bill for the 
admission of the Territory of Washington to- 
gether with what is known as the “Pan- 
handle of Idaho. 

LAWLER AND LABOR MATTERS. 

The House Committee on Labor today ap- 
pointed Messrs. Crane, Lawler, and Bu hauan 
a sub-cowmittee to draft a bill amending the 
Eigut-Hour law so as to provide that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work for men 
employed by contractors on Government 
works. 

Members of the Labor Committee say that, 
as a result of the conference between the sub- 
committees of the Committees on Agriculture 
and Labor, a bill will be reported by tne former 
committee making the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture a Cabinet officer, and providing that 
the department shall be known as the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Labor.“ 

THE NATION’S WARDS. 


The Court of Claims today decided the case 
of the Choctaw Nation against the United 
States and rendered a judgment in favor of 
the nation for $386,605. This ease was sent to 
the Court of Claims by an act of Congress ot 
March 3, 1881, providing “for the ascertain- 
ment of the amount due the Choctaw Nation.”’ 
The claim resulted from the violation by the 
United States of certain treaties entered into 
with the Choctaw Nation in 1830, 1855, and 
1866. The principal subject of contention re- 
suited from the failure of the United States to 
secure to the Choctaws, in severalty, che lands 
which the United States guaranteed to them 
by the treaty of 1830. They did not receive 
these lands, but they were sold by the United 
States in violation of the terms of the treaty 
and the amount received from the sale thereof 


paid into the Treasury more than 
fiity years ago. In 1859 the Sen- 
ate of the United States, under the 


authority of the treaty of 1855, awarded the 
account of these 
$2,981,000. This award was subsequently reo- 
ognized by Congress by an sppropriation, in 
part payment thereof, in 1861, of $260,000. 
Since that time fourteen reports recog- 
nizing the validity and conciusiveness of 
that award bave been made by commit- 
tees of both Houses of Congress. The Court 
of Claims now bolds that the award of the Sen- 
ate in favor of the Choctaws was set aside be- 
cause the Choctaw Nation dvailed itself of the 
provisions of the act of 1881 and brought its 
suit under the terms of that uct in the Court of 
Claims. The judgment is based upon eonsid- 
erations independent of the award of the Seu- 
ate. In announcing the decision the court de- 
clared it to be the most important case it had 
ever been called upon to decide. The case will 
now go to the Supreme Court on appeal by both 
sides. 

Among the bills introduced in the Senate to- 
day was the following: : 

By Senator Morgan—Providing that members of 
any tribe or nation under the jurisdiction of the 
United States sball be eligible to appointment as 
Postmaster, Mall Agent. postal clerk, Deputy 
Collector of Internal Revenue, Deputy Marshal, 
Indian Agent, or Indian Inspector, or to any other 
Office relating to tne conduct of Indian affairs or to 
the Government of any Indian tribe or nation. The 
bill further provides that these Indians on taking the 
oath of office shall become citizens of the United 
States without thereby sustaining any loss of their 
rights as a member of any tribe or nation of In- 


dians. 
THE HOT SPRINGS, 

In the Senate today Mr. Berry called up his 
resolution, submitted some days ago, providing 
that the leases of the bath-houses and hot 
springs at Hot Springs, Ark., be not renewed 
till Congress shall have decided whether fur- 
the r legisiation in regard thereto be necessary. 
In calling it up Mr. Berry stated that some 
little time since he bad called on the Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior and told him that he 
(Mr. Berry) did not think it for the interest of 
the public that the leases referred to should be 
renewed until Congress should determine 
whether further legislation ia the public inter- 
est was necessary. The officer alluded to bad 
then informed him that no such lease should 
be renewed till Congress should have decided 
as to whether further legielation was desirabie. 
Since that time Mr. Berry bas learned that 
one, if not two, of the leases has been re- 
newed. He did not mention tbe matter for 
the purpose of criticising the Interior Depart- 
ment or reflecting on its acuon. He presumed 
the Assistant Secretary bad either forgotten 
the statement he had made as to the intention 
of the department or bad not deemed it any 
part of hie duty to inform Mr. Berry of bis 
change of intention as to the matter. The res- 
olution bad been introduced, Mr. Berry added, 
in order to prevent if possible any furthér 
leases being granted, or, at any rate, that the 
leases might be put upon notice so that they 
could not come in hereafter and ciaim equities 
arising from such ne leases. Mr. Berry said 
it would be impossibie to beautify and 
improve Hot Springs so long as the 
present system of management prevailed. 
The place intended for the special 
benefit of invalids was made a general dump- 
ing-ground for unseemly articles, and the per- 
sons who had the leases had a complete monop- 
oly of the water. Even ihe Army and Navy 
Hospital authorities had to pay tor bot water 
used in the construction of the building. Mr. 
Berry thought that since the hot water was 
going to waste daily it should be utilized for 
the benefit of all the inhabitants of the City of 
Hot Springs. Taxes, be said, were not paid by 
the holders of the water monopoly, and in this 
and several resvects legislation of Congress 
was necessary. Hence bis resolution. 

Mr. Logan feared the resoiution would leave 
the matter of new leases too long indefinit, as 
Congress might not come toa determination 
80 soon as Mr. Berry might expect it would, 
He saw no better way than to leave the matter 
to the discretion of the Secretary of the.In- 
terior. He (Mr. Logan) thought the service 
ana arrangements ut Hot Springs heretofore 


good. 

Mr. Voorbees opposed the resolution. Some 
of the bath-houses had cost large amounts of 
money, and a failure to renew some of the 
leases would be very like confiscation. 

Mr. Ingalls thought the Hot Springs adminis- 
tration satisfactory; but said mere had been a 
persistent effort on the part of speculators to 
get control of the waters for private gain. 

Atter further debate the matter went over 
till tomorrow.

A FORMAL motion for the abolition of the 
Office of Viceroy of Ireland was made in the 
British House of Lords yesterday. A dis- 
pateh from Rome says that the Moniteur ex- 
presses disgust at the opposition displayed in 
the Queen’s speech to the sundering of the 
legisiative union between Great Britain and 
Ireland. It longs for the time when Protest- 
antism shall be entirely extirpated from Ire- 
land and Catholicism recognized.

The Democratic adjournment is to 
Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock and that 
of the Republicans to this morning at 10 
Oclock.

MR. BAYARD’S DOUBLE DEALING. 
Mr. Bayard’s lot is not a happy one. The 
tolls are gathering about him in the matter 
of the fisheries question. It will not down 
at his bidding. His lame defense, or that 
of his friends, that prior to the extension of 
the abrogated fishery clauses of the Treaty 
of Washington he sought to get all the infor- 
mation he could from the fishermen them- 
selves, that he sent for their prominent repre- 
sentatives, and that his agreement with the 
British Minister was made in their interests, 
has been mercilesl y exposed in a second let- 
ter from the Hon. R. S. Spofford, which is 
printed in the Boston Traveller. 
In this letter Mr. Spofford pins Mr. Bayard 
down on every point. The latter having 
given the name of Mr. Babson, ex-Collector 
of the Port of Gloucester, as one of the par- 
ties consulted by him, Mr. Spofford proves 
that not only was the project of an Interna- 
tional Commission never mentioned, but that 
Mr. Babson advised Mr. Bayard that Canada 
had nothing to give for which it was worth 
while to make any concessions. He shows 
that as early as the 7th of March the Hon. 
Charles Levi Woodbury also had an inter- 
view with Mr. Bayard, in which he explicitly 
laid before him the wishes of the New En- 
giand fishermen. This was followed up by 
the memorial of the American Fishing Union, 
addressed to Mr. Bayard, in which the fish- 
ermen express their satisfaction with the ter- 
mination of the treaty. They say in it: 
“We do not seek any new treaty or renewal 
ok any treaty,” and further express them- 
selves in the following emphatic style: 
Impressed with the idea that no new treaty 
was contemplated on thie subject, and fully 
satisfied of the wisdom of Congress in ending 
the existing treaty, we have frankly stated our 
view of the measure of protection which is 


needful to enable our fishermen to enjoy rights 
which, after Juty 1, will exist. 


The 28th ot April, 1885, Mr. Steele, the 
President of the American Fishimg Union, 
wrote to Mr. Bayard asking him to fix a time 
when the officers of the union might wait 
upon him and present their views to him in 
person. The 2d of May Mr. Bayard, even 
then in negotiation with the British Minister 
touching the agreement to extend the treaty 
provisions, replies to Mr. Steele in effect that 
there is no need of sending a delegation to 
Washington, as their interests are in safe 
hands. In this letter he says: “ The Execu- 
“ tive has no power to extend the time fixed 
„by Congress for the termination of the 
„ fishery clauses of the Treaty of Washing- 
**ton;” and he closes the letter with the fol- 
lowing astonishing illustration of his double 
dealing in this matter: 


The interests which your association repre 
sents bave, as you Can now see, already re- 
ceived, and shall continue to receive, the most 
earnest and abundant consideration on the part 
of the President and of this department; and, 
knowing this, you will probably sce litile need 
Jor incurring the inconvenience of sending just 
now a pzrsonal delegation to Washington to pre- 
sent your views. 


In his letter Mr. Spofford presents all the 
correspondence in the case. It hardly calls 
for comment. It tells the story of Mr. Bay- 
ard’s duplicity in this affair with a clearness 
which is convinemg. It remains for Mr. 
Bayard or for his friends to reconcile his 
statements in the letter to Mr. Steele with 
the agreement which he signed with the 
British Minister, and which he was negotiat- 
ing in hostility to the interests of the Ameri- 
can fishermen at the very time he was in- 
torming them that those interests were in 
such safe hands that it was not necessary for 
them to go to Washington or trouble them- 
selves about them at all. The facts set forth 
by Mr. Spofford are too grave to be passed 
over in silence. Unless they can de er- 
plained they compromise the reputation of 
the Secretary of State for truthfulness and 
fair dealing. But whatever those explana- 
tions may be, the Senate at least should not 
hesitate to refuse the appointment of the 
commission and the renewal of treaty pro- 
visions which have enabled Canada to despoil 
our fisheries and build up her own on their 
ruins. 


ALIEN LANDLORDS IN IHRE UNITED 
STATES. 

Alien landlordism is spreading in this coun- 
try at a dangerous rate, and the people hard- 
ly realize how formidable it has become alk 
ready. ‘The account published in Tux Tam- 
UNE yesterday showing the operations of 
Landlord Scully, an Irish rack-renter and 
evictor, in securing a monopoly of a great 
body of land in IIlinois and using the laws of 
this State to reduce his tenants to a condition 
of serfdom was probably read by many with 
surprise. In Ireland Scully had difficulty in 
enforcing his oppressive policies, and he 
once served a term in prison for an outra- 
geous assault on a tenant; but in Illinois he 
has had full sway for over thirty years. As 
contrasted with surrounding farms Scully’s 
holdings in Illinois are described as struck 
with blight and presenting a general appear- 
ance of misery and squalor. His tenants are 
on the same level as Irish peasants. He 
makes ironclad contracts binding his tenants 
to pay all taxes, and, as the result of his mis- 
erable landlordism, manages to take about 
$200,000 out of the United States annually. 
Seully has also large tracts of land in Kansas 
and Nebraska, and either he or his descend- 
ants will endeavor to establish Irish land- 
lordism in those States. His record in Iili- 
nois shows what may be expected wherever 
his operations are extended. 

Seully’s system of landlordism depreciates 
the value of property in the vicinity of his 
estates,“ and as his tenants live in dug- 
outs and ramshackle houses and make few 
improvements the burden of taxation on other 
farmers is increased. A still worse result of 
absenteeism and alien landholding as shown 
in Seully’s case is that the tenants are re- 
duced to a condition of virtual serfdom and 
communities established in which one man 
exercises the powers of local government. 
‘Seully pays no taxes and is free from all the 
ordinary duties and responsibilities of citi- 
zenship. His interest in the country is to 
wring as much as possible frum his tenants, 
and, favorable as the lax laws of Lilinois are 
to his operations, he does not appear wholly 
satisfied with them, since he made an effort 
a short time ago to have the Legislature 
adopt an act making the non-payment of 
rent a penitentiary offense. Something 
should be done to arrest the establishment of 
alien landiordism and peasant farming in 
this country. 
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declared against the acquisition of large 
tracts of land by corporations or individuals, 
especially where such holdings are in the 
hands of non-resident aliens.” Mr. Blaine 
in his letter of acceptance declared the 
evil of permitting large tracts to be consol- 
idated and controlled by the few against the 
many enhanced when the persons controlling 
them are aliens,” and he therefore favored 
holding the public domain for those who are 
citizens of the Republic or willing to become 
so.” But while such measures for the pro- 
tection of the public domain should be 
adopted, it is equally clear that legislation is 
needed within the States. Some of the 
States already prohibit alien owner- 
ship of the soil, and a greater 
number forbid corporations formed in 
other States to hold real estate within 
their bovadaries. But while corporations 
composed of American citizens are not per- 
mitted to hold real estate aliens are al- 
lowed to possess themselves of the land to 
any extent. Alien Janalordism has already 
secured an alarming foothold in many of 
those States which did not provide against it, 
and as the establishment of a peasant class 
in the United States is not merely an econom- 
ic evil, but a political danger, the duty of ar- 
resting it must soon become imperative. 
Thefe is more real public danger in alien 
landiordism than in almost any other matter 
now engaging public attention. Alien land- 
holding is taking strong root, and if neglect- 
ed will give this country a great amount of 
trouble. We hope to see this matter taken 
hold of by the next Legislature and laws 
passed which will evict men like Scully from 
the State of Lilinois, due compensation being 
made to them for their present landed pos- 
sessions. 


THE VEST-CRIITENDEN LETTERS. 

The correspondence showing the unavail- 
ing efforts of the Missouri Senators, Vest 
and Cockrell, to secure an office for ex-Gov. 
Crittenden throws an interesting side-light 
on the method of parceling out the offices at 
Washington. When Cleveland, Vest, Cock- 
rell, Crittenden, Bob Ford, and Jesse James 
are made parties to the same transaction 
there is a pretty full representation of all the 
elements of the Democracy; but in dealing 
with this job-lot of Missouri Democrats the 
President found it impossible to do full 
justice to the memory of the dead and satisfy 
also the demands of the living. The petition 
of Vest and Cockrell soliciting an office for 
Crittenden was denied on the ground that 
the latter, when acting as Governor of Mis- 
sourl, had codperated with Bob Ford in se- 
curing the death of Jesse James. Vest says 
that he and Cockrell tried to explain the 
matter,” but the President was v firm, 
and cut us off, saying he could not think of 
it.” The President said of Crittenden: 


In the Bast be is believed to have bargained 
with the Fords for the killing of Jesse James, 
and, whewner true or not, I cannot undertake 
to sboulder public opinion on the subject. 


To this indictment Crittenden puts in two 
defenses: (1) That he did not coBperate 
with Ford in killing Jesse James; (2) that it 
would have been a praiseworthy action on“ 
his part if he had done so. The President 
would not listen to either of the defenses or 
even permit Crittenden’s friends to tell the 
truth” as they understood it, but declared 
that he could not shoulder“ a man sus- 
pected of assisting in the removal of Jesse 
James whether the charge was true or 
not.” Crittenden naturally thought that a 
man who has shouldered as much public 
opinion as Mr. Cleveland could easily do some- 
thing more in the same direction, or might at 
least listen to his version of the circumstances 
surrounding the death of that prominent Mis- 
souri Democrat, Jesse James. Crittenden 
evidently thinks it rather severe that he 
should be ruled out on suspicion of complic- 
ity In the James matter while other Demo- 
crats who have served two and three terms 
in the penitentiary are able to secure offices 
and rewards. 

Forced to accept his disappointment and 
withdraw his name as a candidate for any 
office, Crittenden improved the opportunity 
to puta few coals of fire on the President’s 
head by voicing the general demand of the 
Missouri Democracy for more spoils. With 
assumed graciousness he ventured to truly 
hope that this Administration will succeed on 
the principles of Jefferson and Jackson,” 
and. without speaking for himself, he still 
‘* pleads for the free distribution of the good 
things on the Government table” to the Mis- 
sourl Democrats, remembering especially 
the old guard of the party.” Sentiments 
like these will do much to offset any prej- 
udice that may exist in Missouri against ex- 
Gov. Crittenden on account of the death of 
Jesse James. Mr. Crittenden’s references to 
Jefferson and Jackson and his appeal for a 
free distribution of the good things on the 
Government table” show him to be a repre- 
sentative Missouri Democrat, and, as such, 
fully entitled to a share of the spoils. 


THE WAR CLOUD. 

There isno mistaking the signs that the 
Great Powers of Europe are preparing for 
war the coming spring—preparing as quietly 
as possible, so as not to excite more alarm 
than is unavoidable, but getting ready all the 
same, The Krupp works were never before 
turning out so many cannon as now. The 
rumor is that one of the Governments has 
given orders for not less than 10,000,000 car- 

ridges, and that other orders swell the num- 
ber to 40,000,000, while material that can be 
easily transported for the army commissariat 
appears to be in course of preparation on a 
very large scale. The diplomats studiously 
avoided all public reference to war topics for 
so long a time that their very silence became 
ominous. Now we have the news that Greece 
is bent on war with Turkey. In itself that 
fact amounts to very little more than the 
yelping of a terrier at a big bulldog; but 
when we remember that Greece would prob- 
ably not dream of taking such an attitude un- 
less assured of substantial backing the possi- 
bilities of a general war are far from being 
remote. 

it is not by any means certain that all this 
will result in actual war on a scale grand 
enough to involve the principal nations of 
the Old World. Noone may say knowingly 
at this distance of time and place that war 
cannot be averted. The better counsels of 
the peace element may prevail after all. 
There are plenty of men in all the countries 
of Europe who believe that fighting is an evil, 
even to the conqueror, as well as dire dis- 
aster to the vanquished. They know well 
enough that a resort to the arbitrament of 
the sword is worse than a visit to the faro- 
bank in search of wealth, or than burning 
down a store in the hope of realizing from 
the insurance, They have counted the cost 
of wars in the past, both to the treasury and 
the morals of a nation, and will exert them- 
selves to the utmost to averta repetition of 
the disaster. But there is reason to fear that 
the peace element is in a minority of power 
as well as of numbers, and that it will be 
forced into the fight against its better judg- 
ment, ‘the cannonade being opened by 
Greece and Turkey. There is a wide 
spread burning desire for a redress 
of old wrongs, real or fancied, or both, and a 
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scarcely less determined wish to acquire 
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fresh advantages of a commercial or 
political nature on the part of others, No 
one can study the attitude of Russia within 
the last twelve months without being con- 
vinced that she is determined upon an exten- 
sion of territery and only awaits a favorable

the Black Sea and the outlet to the Mediter- 
ranean, while less than 700 miles now sepa- 
rate her advanced posts in Asia from the 
Arabian Sea. Arrived there, she could press 
in upon Persia from three sides, and prepare 
to push eastward to compensate herself for 
the British annexation of Burmah. The last- 
named event, the French fighting in China, 
the seizing of islands by Germany, and the 
war in the neighborhood of the Balkans, all 
point to the fact that other are not 
more slow to take an advantage, though 
they may not all be equally unscrupulous in 
pressing forward in the absence of a 
pretext from without. It is not improb- 
able that the troubles in Ireland will 
furnish a long-desired opportunity for 
the Russian bear to measure paws with the 
British lion, as he essayed to do last year 
when the latter appeared to be entangled in 
the Soudanese net. Such an entanglement 
needed not to have been waited for but that 
Russia was financially poor. chance of 
a contest, unless the hands of the English 
are otherwise tied, is perhaps more remote 
now than at any time in the recent past, as 
the borrowing of large sums of money by the 
double eagle would be very difficult. The 
great money-lenders of the Old World have 
not yet had time to forget how cruelly their 
race was treated in the land of the Greek 
Chureh, and it may be that the preservation 
of the peace of Europe for a few years to 
come will be chiefly due to that fact. 

There are some people among us who are 
cruel enough to wish for such a war, and 
many who think it would be greatly to the 
advantage of trade in the United States. 
The folly of the idea may not be self-evi- 
dent, but it does not require much acguaint- 
ance with the science of political economy 
to see that no lasting benefit can accrue to 
one nation as a consequence of impoverish- 
ment to others—especially if trade relations 
exist among them. A spurt of activity in 
some lines of manufacture and the enrich- 
ment of a few speculators would result; but 
the derangement of general business would 
be a disadvantage to the people at large, 
their wits not being sharp enough to enable 
them to profit by the altered conditions of the 
case. The price of wheat, pork, iron, cop- 
per, and some other articles would advance, 
but the probabilities are that the masses 
would not be at all benefited as a whole, 
while the ensuing collapse would be all the 
more disastrous as the struggle was pro- 
longed before one side or the other should 
have gained a decisive victory. 


THE ENGLISH POLITICAL SITUATION 

Will the Irish problem ever be solved? 
or will the present Parliament be able to 
make any advance towards its solution? It 
is plain that Lord Salisbury will not settle it. 
It is almost as plain that Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Parnell combined cannot, and that the 
end must be another appeal to the people. It 
is equally certain that if the alternative of 
the severance of legislative union is present- 
ed the answer will be coercion, and the re- 
sult will be renewed agitation, violence, and 
disorder. 

The Queen’s speech, so far as it relates to 
the Irish question, whether as it concerns 
home rule or as it concerns the suppression 
of boycotting and other forms of disorder, 
has not relieved the anxiety of the English 
people to have the question settled. Evi- 
dently it was not intended by Lord Salisbury, 
who drew up the speech, that it should. 
He wrote the speech and he defended it, not 
only because he is loyal in his support of the 
Queen, but because he intended to commit 
the Tory party to the utterances contained in 
the speech, both in letter and spirit, and to 
present a Tory ultimatum upon which he 
would not compromise or permit any legisla- 
tion less stringent than the doctrines laid 
down in the speech itself. Unquestionably 
it was his object to commit his own party un- 
equivocally against any disturbance of legis- 
lative union, to break with his late allies, the 
Parnellites, and then let Gladstone come to 
the front and see what he can do, knowing 
that the Tories will gain sufficient moderate 
Liberals to defeat him. In that case Lord 
Salisbury will go before the people upon the 
issue of legislative unity as laid down in the 


speech. 

The attitude of the three great leaders is 
in keeping with this assumption. Lord 
Salisbury’s speech was inflexible as against 
the demands of the Parnellites. He even 
proposed more stringent measures against 
boycotting. His speech severed the last re- 
maining threads of the alliance with the 


| knowledge that it would defeat the Ministry. 


Mr. Gladstone’s speech was non-committal, 
though it contained a direct bid for the Par- 
nellites. It did not foreshadow any direct 
issue with the Ministry; on the other hand, 
it was evidently intended to gain time. It 
did not recognize the emergency of a separa- 
tion between Ireland and England, nor on 
the other hand did it define exactly where he 
would be found should such an emergency 
be precipitated. The most that it coun- 
seled was: Let us not deviate from the 
“path of good temper and self-command, 
‘* but, forgetful of every prejudice, let us 
** strive to do justice to the great, the gigan- 
“tic Interests committed to our charge.” 
Gracious and pleasant words, but not indica- 
tive of any settled policy! A sugar-coated 
remedy for a deep-seated disease requiring 
heroic treatment! Mr. Parneil’s speech was 
in good temper, but so far as presenting any 
issue is concerned it went no further than 
Mr. Gladstone’s. Read between the lines, 
however, one cannot fail to see the doctrine 
of home rule, and that, whatever else may be 
done, he will continue moving forward on that 
line. It accepted Mr. Gladstone’s bid be- 
cause the other side offered nothing, and it 
now remains to be seen whether the new al- 
liance will be any more effective than the old 
one, the rupture of which threw Mr. Glad- 
stone out of power. 

At present there is a disposition to kill 
time pending the approach of the inevitable 
defeat of the Salisbury Government, which 
will probably take place upon some side 
issue, very likely that of the rules of pro- 
cedure, as was the case with the Gladstone 
Ministry, thus leaving the main issue clear 
upon which to appeal to the people. Mr, 
Gladstone will then come into power. He 
will coax or foree as many of his party into 
line with him as he possibly can and he will 
have the Parnellites with him, unyielding in 
their radical demands. Hecan only forma 
Cabinet, however, upon the basis of conces- 
sions to the Parnellites. He may not be able 
to form one at all, If he makes concessions 
which are satisfactory to the Home-Ruiers in 
their present temper, he must inevitably split 
his party in twain and be defeated. On the 
heels of that defeat the Tories will appeal to 
the people once more with all the advantage 
of legislative union on their side. Loyalty 
to the Crown will be their war cry, and on

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CHEAP TRANSFER OF GRAIN. 

The maguitude of the business of grain 
transfer in this city has at last forced itself 
on the attention of the warehousemen to a 
practical result. They stood by and watched 
it grow in a few years from nothing to 57 per 
cent of the entire quantity.of grain handled 
here without making an offer that was 
acceptable tH] now. The charge of one and 
a quarter cents per bushel for receiving and 
delivering. at any time within ten days was a 
serious tax, which shipvers sought to evade, 
but met with many discoutagements in doing 
so. Chief among these was the matter of 
weights, That has been successfully over- 
come on at least one of our lines by the In- 
troduction of a system of weighing at a cost 
of about 70 cents per car-load, and the idea 
that the same plan will be adopted on other 
lines, as advocated by the Grain-Receivers’ 
Association, has brought forth its fruit. An 
arrangement has been made by which the 
grain received on the Wabash lines at this 
point can be weighed and transferred at the 
Indiana eleyator at a small cost as compared 
with that hitherto insisted on. It is not un- 
likely that this will prove to be the entering 


fer at all our grain warehouses by which the 
business can be transacted on terms that will 
permit a more nearly equal competition with 
other points than is possible under the old 
conditions, 

There is probably room for both. Certain- 
ly the transfer on track will be preferred by 
any who have a lingering suspicion that the 
“ overplus” of the warehouses would be 
ininistered to by the passage of their grain 
through the elevator, It is well remembered 
in the trade that a witness in the celebrated 
stone-boat case gave it as his understanding 
that the man who could not make something 
for the house by weighing would be likely to 
be discharged, though he had no knowledge 
that any instructions to that effect had ever 
been issued. Cases of short weight on ar- 
rival at the East are not unknown today, 
though there is reason to believe that they 
are not nearly so large nor so numerous as 
under the old régime. It is probable that no 
real room for such complaint would be found 
in regard to grain transferred directly, as the 
identical parcel would be turned out to the 
shipper with no excuse for retaining a part 
of it tor the good of the house.“ 

Itis high time that something should be 
done in this matter. The grain business of 
the city has suffered severely in the recent 
past by the combined influence of freight dis- 
criminations against us and the greater ter- 
minal charges imposed here as compared 
with those at other points. If the latter be 
reduced, and the combined efforts of the 
Freight Bureau with the Board of Trade are 
rewarded by an abolition of the former, there 
is room for a big increase in our grain trade, 
Without it a sharp decadence seems to be in- 
evitable. The present smallness of our re- 
ceipts, only eighteen cars each of wheat and 
corn being reported here yesterday, is at- 
tributed to the recent storm. It is due to 
that in part, but noone can doubt that the 
movement would have been very much larger 
in the absence of the evils named when he sees 
the grain going around us liberally in spite 
of the storm and knows that it is being car- 
ried at much less rates than are exacted if 
the property be handled in this city. We 
have in previous issues stated that the pres- 
ent official freight tariff is an outrage on Chi- 
cago, even if maintained, which it often is 
not, and when not it is always to our disad- 
vantage. With that discrimination abolished, 
the charges for switching abated, and the 
transfer, at reasonable figures, brought with- 
in the reach of the trade here, the writing of 
‘“Ichabod” on the walls of our elevators 
might be regarded ac deferred indefinitly, 
and a consequent revival of all other 
branches of business would attest how inti- 
mately the produce movement is bound up in 
the trade and commerce of Chicago.

Many Lives Lost in Southern Colorado 
—Railroad Operatious Greatly 
Interfered With. 


Overflowing Streams from Heavy. Rains 
Cause Much Damage on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 25.—[Special.}—Last Fri- 
day morning a snow-slide in Poverty Gulch, 
some eight miles north of Crested Butte, car- 
ried away the cabin and bunk-bouse at the Ex- 
celsior Mine. Tue report was brought bg some 
miners, who worked their way into 
Butte on snow-shoes. They state that the 
cabins were occupied by William Alexander, 
John St. John, Mr. Goss, and Jack Grimes.

L. A. Coguard, the de 
fendant, is the most prominent broker iu the 
city, and his wife wasa member of the most 
exclusive set in exclusive society. Mrs. Co- 
quard, attired ina close-fitting uit of black, 
which displayed her plump figure, gave the 
following evidence: 


My name is Amelia Coquard and I am 92 years 
old. I was married to the defendaut Aag. 15, 1877, 
and lived as a dutiful wife until i teft his house in 
December, 1885. I treated him with affection as 
far us it was possible. He was quarreisome and 
abusive. He commenced two weeks after mar- 
ringe to call me the vilest of names. Those were 
his pet names forme. He slapped mein the face 
about four months after we were married. I did 
not strike back. He has a surrey, and often when 
Il have been getting into the surrey he would start 
the horse in 6 temper with a view of throwing 
me down. “This was a great risk to 
me Once, when he wes playing cards

followed me home and said he wished I was in ——. 
He was often under the influence of liquor, and 
once asked me to send for medical aid because he 
feared he was going to die from dissipation.

ITS WIDELY VARYING EFFECTS UPON THE 
HUMAN SYSTEM—SOME LIGHT UPON THE 
HABIT OF CHEWING. 

The effects of tobacco differ widely’ accord- 
ing, firat, to individuai, and racial, and climatic 
conditions, and according to the method of 
consumption, and to circumstances of dosage 
and concentration. In proof of individual 
differences we have a mass of everyday 
testimony. “I could never work unless I 
smoked,” says one; and another, * Tobac- 
co never agrees with me, though I have 
tried it often. Only on the view that effects 
vary according to differences of race can we 
account for the fact that seme communities 
readily adopt the habit and defend it, while 
others find no pleasure in it and denounce it, 
asin the case of certain American States. 
Climatic variations are still more striking. 
In temperate and countries to- 
bacco creates thirst, and thereby en- 
courages drinking habits; in tropical 
climes it has no such effect on the smoker, 
and the taste for aicoboi rarely follows its use 
in those latitudes. Very eminent observers 
have, indeed, attributed the proverbial so 
briety of Eastern peoples to the use of tobacco. 
These are important qualifications, having 
reference to the smoker aimself and his sur- 
roundings, and modifying the effects of his in- 
duigence in such a manner as irresistibly to 
suggest the old proverb: One man’s food is 
another man’s polson.“ But, further, the 
effects vary according to the method of con- 
sumption; and here we touch a question of 
great interest, bearing upon several stimulant 
narcotics, and that is the quesuon of chewing. 
All solid foods undergo this process in the 
mouth; and, of our chief products, tobacco, 
coca, opium, and betel are also chewed. The 
act of chewing powerfully affects the nerves 
of the mouth, being branches of the fifth pair 
of nerves, and in close connection with the 
brain. While it has long been understood 
that certain nerves in the mouth excite,

SHAMEFUL OUTRAGE. 

ONE OF MAXWELL BROS.’ MEN BRUTALLY 
BEATEN aND SHOT BY STRIKERS OR THEIB 
SYMPATHIZERS—AN ARREST. 


succeeded in replacing the men Who voluntari- 
ly left, and the factory is runnmg as smoothly 
as ever, the strikers and their Socialistie sym- 
pathizers have some vague idea that they will 
yet force the company to succumb. The com- 
pany bas long since abandoned all intentions 
of compromising with the strikers. The lat- 
ter, however, hope to gain the upper 
hand by driving away we men who 
took their places in the factory.. They have, 
in @ measure, been kept in check by the 
police detailed to accompany the workmen to 
and from the factory, but have succeeded in 
brutally beating a number of workmen who 
did not avail themselves of the police escort. 

The most serious of these highway assaults 
occurred yesterday morning. Sbortly before 
7 o'clock James Barth, a teamster, recently 
employed at the factory, left his home at No. 
592 West Nineteenth street to go to work. 
When he reached the corner of Loomis and 
Twentieth streets he was suddenly coofronted 
by several strikers or their sympatizers, and, 
on attempting to pass, a burly ruffian dealt bim 
a terrible blow ia the face and be dropped to 
the sidewalk. Two of his assailants u drew 
revolvers and fired. One bullet struck the 
prostrate man in the pit of the stumach, 
another pierced his left arm below the eibow, 
and a third shattered his left hip. The strikers 
scattered in every direction when the sbots 
were fired, but Stephen Beach, a Jetter-carrier, 
captured John C:ohesy and turned him over to 
Officer Berminghbam. A revolver, with two 
barrels empty, and from which smoke was still 
curling, was found in the prisoner's pocket. 
The wounded man identified Clohesy as one of 
the two men who fired the shots. The 
other escaped, but the police are confident of 
capturing bim before morning. Barth was re- 
moved to the County Hospital, where the phy- 
sicians said there was but little bope of his re- 
covery. He is 37 years old, a brother-in-law of 
Lieut. Rehm of the Thirty-fifth Street Police 
Station, and the only support of a widowed 
mother. Clohesy, who is locked up at the Hin- 
man Street Station, denies that he did the 
shooting. and refuses to give the officers any 
information concerning it. He is 19 years old, 
and resides with bis parents at No. 669 Centre 
avenue. The police say be is a bard character.

Moody if she knew of a place on 
the North Side where bread could be distrib- 
uted, and Mrs. Goodrich, the matron of the 
Unity Church Industria! School on Elm street, 
having expressed her willingness to distribute 
the bread where it was most needed, it is prob- 
able that by Wednesday or Thursday the 
needy of the North Side will be able to get 
bread there. J. B. McCann, a butcher at No. 
99 Twenty-second street, last year gave soup 
to those who bad already obtained bread 
around the corner. in the course of a week or 
so he will resume his custom and will give 
each applicant from a quart to a gallon of 
splendid soup. Most of the families that need 
bread send their children to get it, the women 
staying at home to take care of babes, The 
cases of all applicants whom Mrs. Moody 
does not know are investigated, and, if 
worthy, they are aided as far as possible. 
While the reporter was present two little girls 
came in with a basket. They lived on State 
and Thirty-second streets, and were part of a 
family of eight. Their father, they said, had 
been hunting day after day for work, but could 
find none. They brought a note from a neigh- 
bor stating that they needed the bread very 
badly. ‘They left with four loaves. After they 
were gone a Polish woman entered. She looked 
feeble and sickly and as if she badn’t seen a 
square meal for a long while. Sue hved on 
Polk street and bad five children. Her bus 
band is a shirtmaker, but bas not bad work 
for three months. She brought a cioth with 
ber in which to put the bread, and a wan smile 
ligbted up ber features as she clutched the 
brown joaves and bastened out to the starving 
children at home. An Irish woman followed 
ber. She lived on West Twenty-first 
street and was a widow with two 
children. She bad been helped 
by several people, but could find no scrubbing 
or washing to do, so she had to come tor bread. 
She received her loaves thankfully. A driver 
of a coal wagon came to ask the society to 
help a woman with four children who lived in 
the rear of No. 2701 Archeravenue. Her bus- 
band was 63 years old and had been suppo:ting 
the family by shoveling coal. Last Thursday 
he was taken sick and this driver calied in a 
physician. He examined the man, wrote out a 
prescription, and remarked that it would 
amount to $1.50. The woman said she didn't 
have 50 cents in the house, and the doctor tore 
up the prescription, saying that if her husband 
did any work be, of course, would want pay 
and that he wouldn't work for nothing either. 
Saturday the man died iu the arms of the team- 
ster, who baa helped the family as best he could 
out of his own scant earnings. The nian died 
of congestion of the brain. The woman, who 
had been sitting up night after night, was told 
by several roughs that they would sit up with 
the remains Sunday night and she could get 
some sleep. About 10 o'clock she awuke and 
found that the loafers were drinking beer; 80 
she put them out and bad to stay up berseif 
the rest of the night. The Coroner denounced 
the doctor and said he would use his influence 
to have him discharged. The woman is in des- 
titute circumstances and gave her youngest 
child to a North Side woman who kindly voi- 
unteered to care for it.

callons. The two strips are detached at the 
upper angle, and the edges brought together 
as nicely as possible and kept in position by 
means of what is termed the twisted .suture. 
This consists of three galvanized or silver pins, 
one of which is inserted at the red margin of 
the lip, and the other two higher up, round 
which along piece of thick silk thread is 
twisted, and the suture covered with collodion, 
Needies may be used instead of these pins, but, 
after the siik has been wrapped around, the 
points should be cut off. In bealimg there is 
generally a tendency to contract and leave a 
notoh at the lower margin of the lip, and this 
can Only be obviated by resorting to Malgaigne’s 
operation. In this the lower sections of the 
pared edges instead of being detached are 
brought together and stitched, making when the 
wound beals a remarkably natural-looking lip. 
Where the bare-lip is double the surgeon pro- 
ceeds just the same as in the case of single 
hare-lip, but as a rule does not attempt to 
close the second fissure till about two weeks 
arter the first operation. The operation should 
be left till the child is about 6 weeks old, and 
may be perfectly harmiess, as chloroform or 
ether may be used with the utmost safety. 
Some surgeons prefer to use no antesthe tio. 
from the slight danger which the child runs of 
being choked by the blood while in a state of 
angesthesia, but the operation may be almost 
blovudless if the soft parts just beyond where 
the incisions are to be made are tightly grasped 
with clamp forceps before cutting. Such an 
operation, when nicely performed in early 
childhood, leaves aimost no permanent disfig- 
urement. The wound almost invariably heais 
by what is termed first intention, 

A peculiar superstition prevails in many of 
the provincial districts of Scotland with regard 
to the cause of bare-lip. If a field hare chance 
to cross a woman's path when she is pregnant 
she is at once possessed with the belief that 
her child will be born with a hare-lip. Doubt- 
less a few odd coincidences of the sort have 
established the superstition, whicn is part of 
the creed of nearly every oid village crone in 
the south of Scotiand.

WHY BALTIMORE GETS THE CORN. 

Cuaicaao, Jan. 25.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
A few years ago Baltimore bad a great trade 
in cora for export, but lost the greater propor- 
tion of it on account of its rigid inspection and 
consequent siaughter of “off-grade stuff.“ 
where there was no market forit. To recover 
the lost trade an extraordinary effort bas been 
made, and this season the inspection of corn at 
Baltimore is much easier than at any other 
Eastern export point, which fact the shippers 
have not been slow to learn, and that city is 
getting the corn. 


Country shippers now work on very small 


margins, and in order to live must know about 
what they are to realize for their ‘grain before 
parting with it, and they choose a market 
where the variation of a few degrees of the 
thermometer will not cause a rejecuon of their 
corn and consequent loss. 

Corn shelled before spring seasoning on the 
cob will not keep sound without being moved, 
and Baltimore has perhaps learned that for win- 
ter consumption it is useless to split hairs on 
the inspection. GRAIN-DEALER, 

|Our correspondent may be right on tne sub- 
ject of inspection, but be has omitted to state 
one important fact that belps te swell the vol- 
ume of direct receipts at Baltimore. The ques- 
tion of freight rates has a great deal to do 
with it, at least as much as bas the inspection. 
When the cross-country lines cut rates so se- 
verely as they are believed to have done this 
winter it is only a searcity of stuff to be 
moved that will prevent them from carrying a 
great deal of it while other routes are carry- 
ing much less.] 


THE IOWA PROHIBITORY LAW. 

INDEPENDENCE, Ia., Jan. 23.—|Editor of 
The Tribune,]—Some ten days ago there 
appeared in THe TRIBUNE an article which has 
been largely copied by the papers of the coun- 
try. It was to the effect that Judge W. I. 
Hayes of Davenport, Ia., nad recently made a 
ruling which, if sustained, would effectually 
defeat the prohibitory Liquor law of this State. 
The ruling was: 

That the party buying intoxicating liquors is 
equally guilty with the seller, and is therefore ren- 
dered incompetent to give evidence against the 
selier of intoxicating liquors. 

Now when Judge Hayes made this ruling be 
must have known it was contrary to the laws 
of the State of lowa. Sec. 1,549, last clause of 
the section, reads as follows: 

And the person purchasing any intoxicating liq- 
nors sold in viclaten of this chapter shall in all 
cases be a competent witness to prove such sale. 

This law has beenin our statutes for more 
than twenty years, and Judge Hayes is not ig- 
norant of this fact. It seems to one versed in 
the laws of this State that thie ruling of Judge 
Hayes must have been made with the intent 
on bis part to defeat the law he had taken a 
solemn oath to impartiaily execute. I only 
wonder that Tae TRIBUNE editor and so many 
newspaper men should bave fallen into the 
same error. It was certainly a gross breach 
of official duty on the part of Judge Hayes, if 
nothing more. Will you be kind enough to 
give this the same publicity and comment that 
you did the ruling? J. E. JEwen. 

[The section of the Prohibitory law cited is 
in open, direct conflict with a provision of the 
code supposed to be applicable to all offenses. 
Judge Hayes gives the general provision supe- 
rior autbority. The Prohibidoniets claim liq- 
uor-seliing is an exception to the general rule 
laid down in the lowa code making accessories 
equally guilty with principals, There ought to 
be some way Of settling the dispute without 
impeaching the Judge. 


REVIVALS AND CHRISTIANITY. 

Curcaao, Jan. 25.—(Ednor of The Tribune.] 
It is stated that among the results achieved 
by the recent large revival services held in 
this city is the raising of a large amount of 
money for the purposes of continuing the work 
of evangelization, or, more properly speaking, 
of holding continuous revivals, as they are 
termed. About the efficacy of these revivais 
honest people will differ accordmg to their 
sect or creed. It is conceded, however, that 
the direct results of these revivals are aimed 
at the masses, and that they are the ones to be 
reached by the exhortations of the revivalist. 
The imagination and emotions are appealed to, 
and conceptions of Hell and the Devil 
are so stimulated as to become to the 
imaginative mind almost reality. Then 
the sentiment of hope is appealed to 
and the hearer is exhorted to turn 
to Christ, to have faith in His saving power, 
and to trust in Him alone for redemption. The 
idea of Christ's love and power is dwelt upon 
and the sinnet, thoroughly under the influ- 
ence of what he bas heard, rises and pro- 
nounces himself as converted and saved.“ 
Fear and hope are the only sentiments aroused, 
and on these it is expected that Christian man- 
hoed will proceed to eternai biiss. Thus we 
have a large numberof what might be termed 
nominal Christians raised, Christians occupied 
with the selfish thought of the salvation 
of their own souls. It is indeed 
questionable whetber on this account they 
make better men and women, and I cannot 
help but feel thatthe same zeal infused into 
efforts for giving the masses means for knowl- 
edge of some practical use in tais world wouid 
be productive of much more lasting good. We 
find scarcely any opportunities for the masses 
to be instructed in the science of pbysiclogy 
and bygiene, the laws governing heulih, the 
wonders and beauties of the universe taught us 
by the natural sciences, the awakening of in- 
terest in a strong and healthy literature. 
Then, too, the refining influences of art, paint- 
ing, sculpture, and music are far removed trom 
the people. If we had all these in connection 
with the church-work, with its reasonabie 
teachings of morais and conduct, it need not 
be doubted but what we would heave a larger 
number of true Christian men and women. A 
fund establisned by philanthropists for these 
purposes would be productive of more ral 
good than the propagation of rica efforts 
to get into Heaven. It is an accepted fact that 
all men possess a religious nature, and the 
proper cuitivation of that nature is a duty of 
all teachers of good. It cannot, however, be 
done by morbia excitement, but by a more har 
monious exeruon of intellect and feeling. Let 
us have a more practical . which 
Will be an impelling motive of heroic acnon 
und render moral conduct instinctive as wei! as 
necessary. 8.

Hold- 
ers reckon that they have only about sixty days to 
dispose of nearly 200,000 bris, for which there 
is no demand. Cranberries are so cheap 
that they are taken in preference to appies, 
and rhubarb, commonly called pie-plant, will be 
in the market before the week closes. One firm 
sent a man through the country last week to see if 
he could dispose of a few car-loads of apples, but 
he returned at the end of six days without effect- 
ing a single sale. Another firm is shipping smal! 
quantities to the outside towns on commission, but 
it is considered doubtful if much of the fruit can 
be got rid of in that way, especially on a paying 
basis. The fact that a very large portion of the 
product on hand will not keep much more than 
two months longer is another difficulty that is star- 
ing holders in the face. Heavy receipts of poul- 
try caused a weak feeling, particularily as every 
one wanted to sell, with nobody to buy. Fresh 
eggs trom the South are becoming pientiful. There 
was no change tonote in the butter market, 
but cheese was quite active and firmer. 
Pig-lead has ruled quiet and firm at $4.40, 
but rumors are current of its being offered at $4.35 
for February shipment. The quantity for future 
delivery, however, is limited, and some refiners de- 
cline to sell or even name a price. The dry-goods 
market was scarcely so active, as it was anticipat- 
ed it would be, yet salesmen in the country feel 
confident that the business will improve. The se- 
vere weather checked trade, and, while dealers and 
storekeepers were almost idle, they felt no dispo- 
sition to increase their stocks. The attendance of 
buyers in person was light. 

The exports of corn last week were unusually 
large. The aggregate was about 2,000,000 bu, of 
which 700,000 bu went to France. The price is 80 
low as to be attractive. Europe never before was 
able to obtain corn so cheaply as now. It has 
been as low in price ere this, but freight rates to 
the, United Kingdom were not down to anything 
like present figures. 

A good many of the speculators in this city 
looked yesterday morning as if they had sold out 
their consols and invested the money in wheat. It 
is a long time since a bit of war news woke up the 
crowd as it did that of yesterday. The New York 
shorts were said to be equally excited with those 
here, and Glled in with wheat (or wind) that was 
sold on foreign orders by British speculators who 
do not believe in war. 

It is reported that the Wabash Road has made ar- 
rangements with the Indiana Elevator in this city 
to have all its transfer grain go through that house, 
and the Housatonic Line has arranged to receive 
therefrom. This is an entering wedge on the other 
side, as the weighing on the tracks of the Lake 
Shore Line was in favor of shippers who did not 
want to patronize the elevators. It is probable that 
between the two the difficulties which have hither- 
to attended the transfer system will be removed, 
much to the advantage of our grain trade.

In 1874 be visited Indi, and 
his paintings made after that journey show the 
wonderful fllagree work with which the build- 
ings of that land are bedecked. Vereschagen 
is a realist; be paints things as he sees them, 
and nothing will induce bim to change his 
views. He has shown us all the horrors of 
war, and in doing so has sought to teach the 
world a lesson in peace. In his “ Apotheosis of 
War,“ dedicated to “all conquerors, past, 
present, and to come,” be shows the cost of 
strife; the field is covered with frozen corpses 
which the ravens are picking; the brutai, 
bloodthirsty Turks are mutilating the dead and 
torturing the wounded—the whole making a 
picture and teaching a lesson never te be for- 
gotten.
